Good of many, therefore when ir pleaſerh God to raiſe up andypur 
forth ſuch Publike Spirits, as ſomerimes he doth offer, for a bleſſing 
. rothe Sociery of Mankinde, all others , that have any true love ro 
Vertue, andeſtcem of Leaming , or wich Uprigheneſs favour Pub- 
like Enterprizes : ſhould appear on their behalf, ro give them thar 
encouragemant, which may bring the Works whereunto God hath 
firted them, unto ſome perteion. For hereunto God doth call us, 
by the offer of ſuch opportunities, namely, that in the Communion 
of Saints we ſhould appeare for the advancement of his Kingdome, 
rhatthe things , which neirher we norany one can do by himſelf a-

a Man of ſingularly eminent gracious and narurall Parts, and of a 
very Publike Spirit, who by birth being of very honeſt parents, and 
yell educarcd in Szeſ;a, hath had from his youth, a ſpeciall inclinati- 
onto advancethar parrof Learning , whicit 1s the foundation of all 
che reſt, and withour which all che 0:her parts willbe obſtructed and 
remain imperfect both in Church and Common-wealth, rhar is,the 
righr Education of Child:ea,to bring rheir $cholaſticall Studies un- 
tro {ornc regular courſe and perfettion. A Work which every where 
to the great prejudice of Chriſtianity , and |the whole ſtare of Hu- 
mane Þelicity, is much neglected, which tor this very cauſe oughtlo' 
much the more to be minded by generous ahd noble- Spirits, who. 
ſeeknot themſelves, but the Glory of God jn all their wayes. And 
alchough ar firſt, the aforeſaid Doctor K1zzer,did meet with the or-: 
dinary dithculties , which attend Publike, Undertakings ; namely, 
lirtle encouragemenc from any; and no ſupport for livelihood in fol- 
lowing chele Studies ; Yet he let nor off his Deſigne to profecute 
the ſame, bur that he might havea ſubſiſtence with more zomforg 
then by the way of Schooling could be obtajned: hEditberakehim- 
ſelf unto the Studies of Law and Phylick, which ordinarily in thoſe 
Parts, yielda plencitull livelihood unto thoſe chat follow them. And 
having ſoon by the eminencie and vigour of his natwall abllitics, 
 madehimſelt perfect therein, he took the Degree of Door in both 
thoſe Faculties, and in proceſſeof rime through Gods bleſſing upon; 
him in thoſe ways, hee was in great eſteem amongſt all that knew 
him: and eſpecially honoured by the Duke of Brzeg and Lignies, 
who made him one ofhis Privy Counſellors: and by his favour-and 
his own merits having marrieda Lady of great wealth: he didrea(- 


Ct ume his Deligne of advancing the Reformation of Schools;and the 
Education of Children , and having an Extraordinary Zeal for thar 
publike Work : he did ſer apart of his Ladies citate , with hercon- 
ſent, theſum of 12000 Rixdollers ( which doch amount to more 
then 2000 and 600 li, ſterling) which was dedicarcd to entertaine-a 
Correſpondency with Learned men on that ſubje&, 8& to ripen and 


pub- 
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pub'jſh his Thoughts tothe World concerning-the fame, bur hce 
had not been long upon that courſe , when it pleaſed God to Gil. 
appoint thoſe purpoles, by the comming in of the Imperiall Army 
into Sileſta,by whoſecruelty he being diſpoiled of his whole eſtate, 
was driven out of his Countrey into exile with his Lady, and Fami- 
ly where he hath wreſtled many yeers with the difficulties incidear 
to that ſtare: hardly maintaining himſelt, ſomerimes by being em- 
ploy'd in Civill Afﬀaires , ſometimes by applying himſelf unto the : 
practiceof Phyſick. Amongſt other places he did paſſe ſomerime of 
his Exile in T744ſy{vaniaand Hungaria,where his acquaintance with 
Maſter A/ſedri, and Maſter Biſterfeld , and other Learned men of + 
chief note , and his conſtant Zeal to promote the Reformation of 
Schooling ; did cauſc many upon the report of their eſteeme of his 
. thoughts & endevours on that ſubject, to take ſpeciall notice of him: 
andamongſt others M.Comenizs(who was by the liberality of a pri: 
vate Gentleman maintain'd, and ſet apart to further the ſame De- 
figne) baving gotten information of him : and whar his inclinations 
and abilities weretobe helptfullin the work , which he had in hand, 
did invite him to come unto him in diy a , thar they might joyne 
their choughrs and endevours together for the Advancement of their 
Common Aimes: which Doctor Xzzzer did readily condeſcend un- 
to, and aftera yeare *or two, when by their mutuall communications 
and joint labours , they had ripened ſeveral! matters (which will 
ſhortly come ro light) Maſter Comenizs was calledaway by the Mo- 
raviau-bohemian Churchat Lefno, where now he is, and Doctor 
K1inner being taken off from his private way of fubſiſtence, and en- 
gaged upon the Object of his publike thoughts, is left alonein Pruſ* 
f1aat Dantzick, todepend upon Providence. Whiles Mr. Comenizs 
was with him he hada ſhare in that which was allowed unto him for | 
his maintenance, bur he now being gone, Doctor -Kinyer is left in a | 
grcat ſtraight ; On the one ſide, his zcalous affection and loveto | + 
ſo neceſſary aWork,wherein he hath madeſo great progrefles,draws 
hin ro apply himſelf wholly unto it, on che other ſide, his want of
